G overnments are not suffering 

"ThfB'waiM of idvirt on how to reduce or cUlV 
unemployment. At n recent skting of the House of 
Commons while die bill to create the National Em¬ 
ployment Commission was undtr discussion twenty- 
three suggestions were offered end they were prac¬ 
tically all different. The range of them extended 
from amendment to the British North America Act 
end taxation of wealth to the investigation of salaries 
paid to bank clerks. The tariff naturally did not 
escape mention. The high protectionists saw a pan¬ 
acea by increasing it, while low-tariff advocates pre¬ 
dicted much benefit were the flow of commodities 
between this and other countries made easier by the 
reduction of customs duties. 

It was just as well that the House should hear 
all these suggestions. Unemployment it one of the 
Dominion’s gravest, if not the gravest, problem with 
yvhich all governments are being called upon to deal. 
The Commission for which Parliament has made 
provision has a very difficult end delicate job ahead 
of it end the people would do well to realize at the 
outset that it will be a long time before it will be in 
n position to present its recommendations to the gov¬ 
ernment. It is obvious Premier King fully recognizee 
this fact, for his appropriation bill will earmark no 
lees a sum than $75,000,000 for various forms of 
relief this year. It will be expended on public works, 
reforestation, highway building and direct relief to the 
provinces. We ere reminded by a contemporary, that 
the total revenue of the Dominion in no year between 
1867 and 1905 exceeded the amoral to be expanded 
this year a an effort to meliorate employment con¬ 
ditions.

The 
qnrit which prompts many people to live dangerously 
end to succumb to die hire of peril is still too pre¬ 
valent to gratify in to pervasive a manner ea that 
which ia provided by a common utility so easily avail¬ 
able at a high-speed motor vehicle. These cars can 
move faster than the thought processes of the average 
person, and the time is at hand when there should 
be a restriction upon their manufacture. 

It ■ true that all traffic accidents ere not caused 
by fast driving—in fact, tome of them ere due to 
slow driving—but excessive speed is the principal fac¬ 
tor, and this can be definitely controlled by preventing 
the sale of vehicles which can be driven at a dangerous 
rata. Not one person in ten thousand needs to be 
in such a hurry as the rate of speed at which Aaay 
of them drive suggests they ere. Society would be 
much better off if it were compelled to move more 
slowly, and had more rime ia which to substitute 
elementary thinking for foolish impulses.
